With the announcement that Chas. Ruedy and R. C.

Mayor Johnson and Councilman C. K. Franeisco are before the 
people on their record which shows that they: have labored and will 
continue to labor for the best interests of the city along the lines 
that they have followed since becoming members of the council. 

It is quite generally known that Mr. Ruedy was bitterly opposed 
to the Second Avenue street opening and refused to pay his assess- 
ment, maintaining that the opening of Second Avenue was a very 
poor idea and uncalled for. 

It is also known that after the Seeond Avenue street opening 
proceedings were completed and the contest in court to decide 
as to whether the proceedings were legal, Mr. Ruedy was the in- 
stigator of a meeting to call a halt on further effort because Jack 
Frost had hit this community a rather stiff jolt. 

The result of Mr. Ruedy’s attempt to stop the opening is seen 
in a suit filed by the city yesterday in which the city seeks to 
acquire property now held by W. A. Strong and Georgia B. Evans 
of Los Angeles which will permit the opening of Second Avenue 
from Eleventh street through to Twelfth street.. .The city named 
a board of appraisers as per street opening regulations and this 
board after deciding on a value of the property made an offer, 
which the property owners refused. The suit for condemnation 
resulted.

Williams announced themselves, those who believe in greater things 
for the city of Upland, will line up solidly behind Mayor Johnson 
and C. K. Francisco as they have always advocated a sane yet pro- 
gressive conduct of city business.

NOW IS. THE TIME 

IGH sounding words and offers of co-operation 
H mean but little if they are not backed up by 

hard, cold practical acts and- financial assistance 

when required. The citrus growers of the west 
have just passed through a trying period. If the loss 
could be equally distributed over all growers, each in- 
dividual would not suffer greatly. As it is, however, 
those who have escaped frost damage will realize high 
returns for their fruit if the present survey of con- 
ditions is justifiable. Their neighbor, who was in the 
frost zone, will be forced to stand by and see his 
year’s labor lost. The spirit of the citrus grower is 
‘one of the things that makes life worth living. De- 
spite adverse conditions, he smiles and keeps fighting. 
He realizes that he has an investment worth while 
and that, in the long run, he will be far ahead of the 
game. At this period, however, some need an en- 
couraging word; a hearty handclasp that means true 
friendship; actual co-operation in acts and finances 
and the knowledge ‘that the rest of the industry is 
behind him. In other words, today is the day to put 
into actual practice, all of the ‘‘co-operative’’ ideals 
about which we enjoy talking during the happier 
months of the year. This applies not only to those 
actually in the industry, but business organizations 
depending in great measure upon the citrus industry 
for support. The banks of the state can spell loss 
or profit for the grower who is in narrow straits to- 
day. This is not the time for the banker who is 
Yoaning money to the growers, to ‘‘clean-up.’’ Nor 
is this the time for the grower to become discouraged 
or disheartened. If the banker will realize that the 
present condition is temporary; that a failure to 
furnish the grower means for fertilizing and cultural 
care will reduce next years crop, and that the 
stronger the foundation of the citrus industry grows 
the more sure and certain is the banker’s lot—then 
we need not fear for the future. It is a question of 
practical co-operation. Will we meet the test of 
every day life and demonstrate to the rest of the 
world that co-operation in the citrus industry is more 
than a bubble ?—Citrus Leaves. : 
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“NONE SO BLIND—” 
ONE so blind as those that wil} not see!’’ It 
is this that makes doubly hard the problem 
of edueating the blind, for ‘‘Half of our 
efforts,’ as one of those closest to the work 
has said, ‘‘must be expended in educating the blind, 
and the other half in educating the public.’’ 

The blind man who has become a skilled worker 
is not inferior to his seeing fellows, but superior, for 
he accomplishes just the same work with a minor 
equipment. And jhat he does is excellently done. 
But serious as is the handicap which the blind over- 


come when they prepare themselves for work, it is: 


slight compared to the handicap they must meet 
before a prospective employer Will give them an oppor- 
tunity to put their training to use. | 

Thére are many useful ‘things that the blind. ca: 
do, if only the ‘‘sebing’’ will give them the chane 
to do it. Fer instance, there are musicians who ea 
durnish admirable entertainments; there are teachers 
of special subjects; and expert’ piano tuners are avail- 
able who are unsurpassed in their work. 

Recently, a number of leading department stores 
have taken on blind girls as saleswomen, and they 
are making good in their departments. Various offices 
where blind stenographers and typists are employed 
give the same report of their efficiency and con- 
scientious work. 

It is not darkness, but dependence, that is heart- 
rending and hard to bear. To make the blind feel 
that they are contributing to the world’s work is the 
surest way of really helping. They do not need our 
pity, if only we will give them opportunity. It is 
she’ blindness of the seeing that must be remedied, 
and our own darkness that we must lighten.

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IN MEMORY OF ROOSEVELT 
HERE is no need to wait until the many pro- 
‘| jects designed as memorials to Theodore 

Roosevelt take definite shape and form. While 

plans for houses and highways are being 
developed with the necessary care and labor, there 
is one thing lying near at hand that can be done. 
And that is to further the conservation of our national 
forests and reserves. 

Three simple methods are open to us: 

In the first place, everyone who spends his holiday 
or his working day among any of the magnificent 
mountain wildernesses of pine and fir, spruce and 
tamarisk, has his opportunity to memorialize Roosevelt 
by exercising all diligence that no harm shall come to 
the places he loved. Roosevelt saw them truly as 4 
great national asset, and never tired of extolling them, 
never wearied in working for them against threatened 
encroachment. We can do our part by taking every 
care to leave no unquenched fires behind us, by never 
throwing down a lighted match, by pouring water over 
the place of our camp fires. 

Then almost every state has its problems of con- 
servation. Find out what yours are—back all 
measures that make for conservation, stand behind 
state movements for better forest fire eontrol and 
larger wooded areas. Ineeasing vigilance and an 
informed public opinion are the best protectors of 
these assets. 

Last of all, write your senators and congressmen 
when bills threatening national forest reserves are 
introduced in Congress, and register your disapproval. 
In the same way, come immediately to the support of 
bills and appropriations for the care and extension of 
forests and national parks. 

What better memorial to a great and far-seeing 
administrator could there be than the preservation in 
perpetuity, and the upkeep through the interest of the 
people, of the forests that are at.once a great economic 
asset and an infinitely beautiful resource? This is in- 
deed to keep his memory green, 

At this writing there is a proposal to dam the 
waters in Yellowstone Park; the forests of Oregon lost 
timber last year worth hundreds of thousands of 
dollars; the elk are dying out because insufficient 
funds cannot prevent their starvation in winter; on 
all sides holes are made in the ramparts of protection. 
We must be alert to cherish these things. 

Thus ‘our timber shall increase and not be ex- 
travagantly wasted, our water supply shall be assured 
and not~be lessened, and the thing of beauty that 
is a forest shall be a joy forever—Woman’s Home 
Companion,

Four big developments of the last few 
days stand out in the citrus industry. 

First, the damage to the orange erep 
from frost is not going to be nearly as 
great as early estimates indicated. 

Second, the lemon crop is far from being 
a failure and will give almost normal 
returns in cash, 

Third, it has been fully determined that 


adequate heating of groves will be the 
best crop insurance obtainable. 
Fourth, and by no means least, Earl 


G. Dezell, successor of the late G. Harold 
Powell as general manager of the Cali- 
fornia Orange Growers’ Exchange is prov- 
ing to be a decided success at a critical 
time when it is necessary to have the 
highest kind of executive ability to pilot 
the affairs of the organization. 
Measures Up to Job 

Mr. Dezell, who today was preparing 
to issue a personal salutatory in letter 
form to the 48 or so associations which 
make up the exchange, each with upwards 
of 1,000 citrus growers as members has 
been able to keep the machinery going 
when a falter would have proved costly, 

He took up the reins where they had 
been dropped by the master driver and 
exrried on without a hitch. Hi8 experience 
fits him to continue with the 
he served for many years as assistant 
general manager and secretary when Mr, 
Powell was engaged in his war duties or 
was away on long trips he took full 
charge of the exchange. 

Mr. Dezell’s immediate duties have been 
te minimize the losses as  mueh as 
possible by the salvage of the citrus crop, 
and to protect the public from being 
served with damaged fruit. 

According to Mr. Dezell’s conservative 
estimate, the orange from frost 
damage will be about 25 per cent less than 


work, since

at first calculated, for much of the fruit 
was protected by the foliage. While the 
leaves were withered and yellow, the 
oranges nestling beneath were partially 
saved from the biting frost’s touch. 

Some estimates have been as high as 
10 per cent better than the early caleu- 
lation, but Mr, Dezell believes these may 
not be borne out by later developments, 

Proportionately, the return from sales 


will be greater since the scarcity of first 
class fruit will send the prices up, 
every cent advance will be clear of ad- 
ditional expense because the overhead is 
fixed and allowed for.

According to Mr, Dezell, the matter of 
crop insurance has been given serious 


consideration, and while the propostion has 
been worked out successfuly in Florida, 
he believes it cannot be solved in similar 
manner here, 

In Florida the highest hill is 300 feet 
in altitude and the country is flat with- 
out coulees or ridges which equalizes 
conditions over the whole country. When 
® storm Sweeps Florida it hits all parts 
alike except perhaps a small portion of 
the extreme south, causing equal loss to 
all. 

In California, according to Mr. Dezell, 
conditions are different, for hundreds of 
sheltered places exist among the foothills 
and gulches where frosts rarely 
come, The ranchers in these places: are 
averse to. paying insurance premiums, or 
the same rates charged those whose groves 


ever 


are in exposed lands where they are 
subject to damage, 

Conclusions, drawn from experiments, 
says Mr. Dezell, are that the growers ean 
best carry their own insurance by im- 
proving their heating systems. 


Complete Safeguard 

In almost all cases in 
fornia, adequate heating 
a complete safeguard in 
and by improving these facilities 
nlembers of the exchange hope 
pletely protect the citrus groves of 
fornia, 

It is believed that the 
heating will be less than 
insurance. However, the
